I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Report  for  the 
year  1941.  It  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  Memorandum  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  area  of  the  Ebbw  Vale  Urban  District  is  6, HI 7 acres, 
with  an  estimated  population  of  — . 

The  population  given  by  the  Registrar-General  for  1941  for 
calculating  Birth  and  Death  Rate,  as  well  as  other  iigures  supplied 
are  not  to  be  published.  This  is  requested  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

These  returns  of  Births  and  Deaths  as  submitted  will  be 
used  for  calculating  purposes.  1'he  figures  do  not  quite  correspond 
with  those  of  the  weekly  returns  of  the  Local  Registrar.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  19-41,  one  thousand, 
seven  hundred  and  sixty-four  children  with  the  additional  one 
thousand  and  two  special  cases  were  examined  in  the  different 
groups  under  your  Authority. 

Ophthalmic  Surgeon’s  Report. 

During  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1941,  I examined 
about  200  children.  The  great  majority  were  suffering  from 
defective  vision  caused  by  errors  of  refraction,  and  there  were 
many  cases  also  of  squint.  There  were  several  cases  of  external 
eve  disease,  mostly  of  a mild  conjunctivitis  and  marginal  blepharitis 
and  there  were  a few  children  suffering  from  corneal  ulcers. 
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Glasses  and  treatment  were  prescribed  where  necessary,  and 
innch  of  the  treatment  was  carried  out  in  the  School  Clinic.

With  few  exceptions,  the  parents  were  anxious  to  avai 
themselves  of  the  facilities  offered  and  their  co-operation  was  very 
helpful. 


Orthopaedic  Surgeon’s  Report. 

Clinics  have  been  held  again  this  year  at  Ebbw  Vale  once  a 
month  and  cases  have  been  visited  at  the  home  bv  the  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon  and  the  Nurse,  a hen  needed. 

33  children  have  attended  the  Clinic  and  13  have  attended 
or  have  been  admitted  to  The  Prince  ot  Wales  Hospital  for  more 
specialised  t\  pes  of  treatment  and  examination. 

Most  of  the  children  are  regular  in  their  attendance  for  the 
aftercare  work  carried  out  by  Nurse  Hudson,  but  there  tire  a few 
who  do  not  obtain  all  the  benelit  they  might  if  they  were  more 
regular  in  attendance  and  in  carrying  out  the  kind  of  treatment 
which  can  be  done  at  home. 

The  high  standard  of  the  aftercare  has  been  maintained  and 
there  tire  severable  notable  examples  ot  what  can  be  accomplished 
by  persistent  and  prolonged  effort.  This  side  of  the  work  has  been 
carried  out  by  Nurse  Hudson  very  well,  as  in  other  years.
